Alabama voters will de- 
cide on six proposed 
changes in the state s Con- 
stitution during the Novem~ 
ber 8 general election, but 
only oneamendment affects 
the entire state, 

The statewide amend- 
ment, number one on the 
ballot, would allow local 
groups to set up water 
management districts to 
improve low or swampy

The last special session 
of the Alabama Legislature 
made several changes in 
the ‘“‘Alabama G, I, and 
Dependents’ Education- 
al Benefit Act,’’ which will 
be of great interest tocer- 
tain veterans and their de- 
pendents in the state. 

The Act provides free 
tuition and instructional 
fees in state-supported in- 
stitutions of higher learn- 
ing and state trade schools 
for dependents of deceased 
and disabled veterans, 

Previously entitled to 
benefits were wives, 
widows and children (in- 
cluding stepchildren) of 
those persons who lost 
their lives, or were listed 
as missing in action in 
World War One, World War 
Two, or the Korean War; 
or who died of service- 
connected disability re- 
ceived during any of these 
confMicts, or who had a 
wartime service connect- 
ed disability of at least 
40 percent at the time of 
death, regardless of the 
cause of death; or, if the 
veteran is still living, has 
a warttme service connect- 
ed disability of at- least 
40 percent. 

Walter C, Head, Jr., 
director of the Alabama 
Department of Veterans 
Affairs, said, “‘Changes in 
the law now provide these 
same henefits for depen- 
dents of those veterans who 
have served at any time 
after December 31, 1955, 
to the present time if such 
service has been ruled 
‘extra hazardous’ by the 
Veterans’ Administration 
or other appropriate Fed- 
eral agency. 

In addition, the new Act 
provides that even though 
the veteran was not a 
permanent resident of the 
State of Alabama for one 
year immediately prior to 
entry into service during 
the specified time, the de-
